Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments submitted in the response filed on March 2, 2006 have been considered but are not 
persuasive for the following reasons. 

On page 4, Applicant argues that "no reasonable user of the English Language would consider two segments joined at ends to form a 
straight line to be "at an angle" relative to each other." It is noted that Applicant is not claiming the angle included between two line 
segments. The Examiner marked up Fig. 10 from Marnay et al. in the office action mailed on December 8, 2005 to illustrate the profile 
sections. It is also noted that contrary to Applicant's statement, an angle is not only defined between two line segments but also between 
two planes. It is the Examiner's position that since Applicant is not claiming the reference axes for the angle, the Examiner must interpret 
the claims as broadly as their terms reasonably allow (In re Zletz, 13USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed, Cir. 1989)). 

Applicant further states that an "obtuse angle" is defined in geometry as being an angle greater than 90 degrees and less than 180 
degrees. It is noted that Applicant is not claiming an obtuse angle in any of his claims so it is unclear how this definition is pertinent to 
the rejection applied by the Examiner. 

With respect to rejections under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, the Examiner agrees with Applicant's suggestion of inserting - - 
connection profiles - - between "which" and "are" in line 3 of claim 1 to overcome this rejection. 
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
